A cruise around the world aboard one of 
the most famous fighting ships in the worid, 
is in store for about §#& young St. Louisans 
who may care to become sailormen in the 
service of Uncie Sam. 

Lieut. John Fore Hines, U. S. N., arrived 
in St. Louis Monday morning to open a re- 
cruiting office for the navy. Lieut, Hines 
will enlist 60 landsmen to go aboard the

As a rule 
only an Admiral’s flagship is allowed ¢o 
have a band, 

“It is the desire of the department to 
make navy life as attractive as ee - 
said Lieut. Hines. ‘‘The men enlisted for 
the Hartford are expected to furnish the 
fighting force for the ships that are short 
of men. The increase in the navy recently 
allowed has taken in‘all the available sea- 
men from the merchant service along the 
Atlantic coast and the only course left 
for the Government to secure the additional 
men needed is to train landsmen. The 
Hartford is being fitted up to serve this 
purpose. New guns are being placed on 
her. The men who sail on the Hartford 
will be taught every duty of a man-o -wars- 
man. As goon as they become good sea- 
men they will be transferred to other 
ships.’’ 

As landsmen they will receive $16 per 
month and rations. The first promotion is 
to the grade of ordinary seaman, for which 
the pay is $19 per month. The second pro- 
motion is to the grade of seaman, for which 
the pay is $24 per month. All of the petty 
officers come from the seaman grade. 

Recruits must be between the ages of 18 
and 2% years, and be at least 5 feet 4 inches 
in height. They will be required to pass a 
rigid physical examination and satisfy the 
recruiting officer as to character.

Mr. Geitz’s fast has been entirely volun- 
tary, and is the second one he has gone 
through. Five years ago he abstained from 
food for three weeks, but he drank milk. 
This time he did not even take that. 

The doctors call Mr. Geitz a neurasthenic 


and talk learnedly about queer things witn 
unspeakabie names, as auxiliary peculari- 
ties of the disease. To them Mr. Geitz’s ab- 
stinence from food is the result of a dis- 
ordered nervous system acting on an over- 
worked mind. They assume that he is 
mildly daft, in plain words. But Mr. Geitz 
laughs at such theories, and up to Mon- 
day he had gene right on living on alr 
and water. He waée hungry Monday morn- 
ing so he ate a couple of small fish, and 
again shocked the learned followers of 
Eeculapius, who would have getarted him 
on weak broth. 

Mr. Geitz has a furniture shop on North 
Market street, and has worked hard for 
‘ears to build up his business. Recentiy his 


ealth has been poor, and he has speni one | 


winter in Florida. His physicians told him 
he was suffering from nervousness and 
must give up work. He did, to an extent, 


turning his business over to his brother. He ; 


has a son who 1S a doctor, and he became 
interested in his son's booke. About five 
years ago, he began reading about fasting 
as a cure for disease—the “starving it out’”’ 
plan: He was suffering from some stomach 
trouble at the time, and he tried it on him- 
self. It worked like a charm, he said, and 
he became a firm convert to its efficacy. 

Since then Mr. Geitz has lived on one 
meal a day, his,noon dinner. It fs all he 
needs, he says. About a month ago he no- 
ticed a return of his old trouble. One day 
he waen't hungry, so he did not eat. The 
next day again he fasted amd so it con- 
tinued until Monday morning. 

Mr. Geitz shows few signs of his long 
abstaining from food. His cheeks are not 
sunken; there are no blue rings under his 
eyes; his hands are perhaps a little thin, 
but his arms and body are not. He is 
pale, and he looks like a man who had 
been ill for a day or two, not longer. His 
tongue is clear and his eyes are snappy. 
When seen Monday morning he was lying 
in bed, with his books on a table nearby. 

“Most folks eat too much,” said he, ex- 
plaining his thevries; “they fail to distin- 
guish between hunger and appetite, They 
eat from habit and not from necessity. A 
man should eat when he is hungry, but not 
when he is simply supplying the cravings 

petite. 
ul have read up on the fasting cure for 
years, and I think nature needs a rest 
sometimes. I found my stomach was out of 
order and diseased; one day I wasn’t hun- 
gry and I didn’t eat. I haven't eaten since 
until to-day. I have smelied the food cook- 
ing and it smelled good, but I didn’t crave 
it. I took enough water to satisfy my 
thirst, and occasionally a grain or two of 
salt, but nothing else save the juice of two 
small oranges. To-day I woke up and feit 
hungry. I knew nature had done her work 
and I sent out and got some fish and ate 
them. I'll eat some more after a while. 

‘“My fast didn't weaken me much, and I 
have been up every day, sometimes afttend- 
ing to business. 1 walk around the room 
and do as * please. I read and write. I 
haven't got up this morning, but I will do 


so. 

‘This fasting is a wonderfully effective 
thing. I am going to get the agency for 
some° books on it and sell them. I am a 
Christian and I want to share my good 
news with others.”’

The young man called and they talked 
earnestly. She was reproachful. He made 
protestations, Finally her face brightened 
and she seemed to acquiesce. He went 
away.

The young man came back, bringing a 
blue shirt waist. She put it on and tae two 
left the hospital together. She smiled a 
good-by to the attendant. The young man 
went out with his head thhung low. 

At the door she had refused to tell any- 
thing about herself, as she had when the 
doctors hhad questioned her. 

As che passed out of the gate she «aid to 
her companion, “We will take the Olive 
street car.”’ But they didn’t. They walked 
to Pine street, west to Twenty-first, and 
back to the Chestnut street house.

They told Albert they would 
arrest him if he was caught at the flat 
again. 

Sunday night he went away. The girl 
brooded two hours, then @ehe took @ smal] 
revolver, held it to her bredst and fired. 
The ball passed under her arm She faint- 
ed. When she revived she took morphime. 

The woman in the next fiat heard the 
shot and called the poiice. They sent \Pau- 
line to the hospital and her life was saved, 
When she got back to her flat Monday her 
pocketbook, coniaining $14.75, had been 
taken from a drawer of her dresser. She 
had to borrow a dollar to pay the cabman.

FIGHT ON NEW POLICE BILL. 


Comptroller Sturgeon Will Request the 
Council Not to Make the Neces- 
sary Appropriations. 


The first move in the fight against the 
new police bill passed by the last Legis- 
lature will be made Tuesday afternoon, 
when the Ways and Means Committees of 
both branches of the Municipal Assembly 


confer with Comptroller Sturgeon on the 
g<neral appropriation bill.

the provisions of the new law. Mr. Stur- 
geon says he will urge that the commit- 
tees refuse this request, and declares that 
to meet it would work havoc with the 
city’s finances and in so doing greatly pre- 
judice its credit abroad. 

Should hie efforts be successful and the 
Municipal Assembly. refuse the appropria- 
tion, the contest would become one of the 
State vs. the city through all the courts, to 
the Supreme Tribunal. 

The committees will meet the Comptroller 
in his office at 3p. m. Tuesday.

Albert O’Haver, who sometime ago laid 
siege to the hand of a pretty North St. 
Louis widow and achieved considerable no- 
toriety during the brief, but eventful court- 
ship, died in the City Hospital at 2 o’clock 
Monday morning. 

Not a friend was present to cheer his 
dying moments. 

During his illness ©’Haver was visited 
by Mrs. BE. F. Hudson of 224 North Ninth 
street, the woman whom he had asked to 
be his wife. 

That Mrs. Hudson did not become the 
wife of Albert O’Haver was due to @ fre- 
markable denouement that came just be- 
fore the wedding bells rang out. 

O’Haver was 30 years old, handsome and 
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ALBERT O'HAVER, 
accounted quite a lion among ladies. For 
awhile he was a freight conductor on the 
Missovri, Kansas & Texas Railroad. 

Mrs. E. F. Hudson was well fixed in this 
world’s goods, and conducted a large board- 
ing house on North Ninth street. O’Haver 
was installet as her star boarder in the 
summer of 1388. He spent money with a 
lavish hand. Freight conductors’ don't 
usually receive princely salaries and O’Hav- 
er was no exception to the rule. 

Hie claimed to have been injured in a rall- 
road wreck at Texas Junction, Mo., in 
1896, and that he had compromised the suit, 
so he declared, for $3. 

Around his waist he wore a belt, wherein, 
he sald, he kept the big roll. His story was 
accepted without question, and the Widow 
Hudson thought it couldn’t be anything but 
true. Her friendship for O’Haver gradual- 
ly ripened into love and they agreed to 
unite for life. 

The ceremony was to have been per- 
formed November 2 by Dr. W. W. ve 
in the parsonage of the Second Baptist 
Church, O’Haver ordered from a dry goods 
house a gorgeous trousseau for his intended 
bride. He also selected all the household 
articies a young married couple might need, 
and without which they could not be hap- 


py. Mrs. Hudson assisted Albert in the 


shopping. The total bill amounted to over 


“Just send everything out to the house,” 
said Mr. O’Haver, as he bade the salesman 
good-by, ‘‘and the money will be forthcom- 
ing in a day or two.”’ 

But the salesman doubted whether O’Ha- 
ver had the money, so he went to the man- 
agement for advice. It was decided that 
O' Haver’s credit was not gilt-edged. 
Meanwhile the dashing widow and her 
flance had returned home. The afternagn 
passed and there was no sign of a delivéeiy 
Wagon at the house; It was 9 o'clock at 
night when the couple gave up hope. The 
wedding was postponed and the disap- 
pointed guests hurriedly departed. 

The next day O’Haver disappeared. Worry 
over his unexpected absence caused Mrs. 
Hudson untold anguish. Her nerves gave 
way under the strain and she was placed 
in care of a physician, Dr. Otto Claus, 2625 
North Ninth street. 

A week later O’Haver turned up. He de- 
clared he had been the victim of a street 
car accident at Broadway and Howard 
Street. Bandages were tied over his head. 
He said he was struck by the car and re- 
membered nothing until he woke up in the 
office of a Dr. Johnson. His money, he 
safd, was gone. Where he had been mean- 
time he could not say. 

O’Haver said it was necessary to have 
an operation performed, and he wanted 
Dr. Clatis to assist. The latter readily ac- 

ulesced. At the appointed time “Dr. 

ohnson”’ telephoned Dr. Claus that the 
operation would have to be deferred. 

Dr. Claus was puzzled as to Dr. Johnson's 
identity. He could not locate him in the 
City Directory, nor would the mysterious 
physician give his addrg@s. Dr. Claus’ sus- 
picions were a:oused. t immediately con- 
cluded Johnson was no..c other than Albert 
O'Haver. Subsequently Dr. Claus jerked 
the bandage from O'’Haver’s head. No in- 
jury was vieible. 

Almost simultanenously the M., K. & T. 
official stated that O’Haver's story about 
recovering $3000 damages alleged to have 
been sustained in an accident was purely 
fictitious. Then came information that 
©’Haver had an unsavory record in Hanmni- 
bal, Mo., and several Illinois towns where 
he resided. 

Mrs. Hudson refused to believe the ac- 
cusations against her betrothed. She de- 
cided, however, to wait. O’Haver insisted 
on the marriage, but was put off. 

Early in December he was arrested on a 
charge of stealing a coat. At the trial he 
was sentenced to six months in the Work- 
house. He was removed from there to the 
City Hospital on May 15. The doctors diag- 
nosed his case as acute consumption. 

O’Haver’s parents are said to be living in 
California.

MARCHAND GOES HOME. 


The Military Hero Pays a Visit to His 
Parents. 
PARIS, June 6.—Major Marchand pro- 
ceeded to Thoissey, nine miles from Macon, 
last evening in order to visit his parents. 
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Special Deputies Will Be Sworn in to 
Keep the Peace Between Drunken 
Men From the City. 


A drunken man, who could not execute 
the figures of the dance according to the 
accepted style at Bartold’s Grove Sunday 
afternoon precipitated a row that ended 
in a pitched battle. The blows fell thick 
and fast for several minutes. Men and 
women were mixed up in a general pande- 
monium of raining blows, curses and cries 
of pain and terror. Officers, who tried to 
quell the disturbance, were overpowered 
until finally Constable Grenager, with his 
deput.es, and Manager Bartold in a united 
and determined eftort succeeded in clear- 
ing the grove and peace was again fre- 
stored. 

In the melee several persons were more 
or less badly injured. One woman received 
a severe blow in the,eye. ‘Many men were 
pounded and bruised and the deputy con- 
stable, it is gaid, was badly cut about the 
forehead. 

Monday morning complaints. were poured 
into Justice Hansman’s office regarding the 
outrageous conduct of Sunday and on pre- 
ceding occasions when there was any special 
attraction at Bartold’s Grove. Many of 
the Jeading residents of Maplewood and 
Edgebrook claim that the behavior of many 
of those who frequent the grove has gone 
beyond forbearance and threaten extra- 
ordinary proceedings unless there is 4 
change. It is said that on Saturday and 
Sunday nights the air is made hideous with 
the sound of pistol shots and yells of 
drunken men, al] the way from Maplewood 
Station to Bartold’s Grove. 

Justice Hansman said Monday that he 
had given his deputies instructions to per- 
mit no lawless conduct at the grove and 
had always detailed men there on special 
oceasions. He said that he would sweat 
in an extra force of men to be stationed at 
the grove next Saturday and Sunday and 
would give them instructions to arrest any 
and all persons guilty of endeavoring to 
create any disturbance, ; 

Mr. Herman BEBartold said: “Yes, there 
was a little disturbance out here Sunday 
afternoon, but it was only a drumken row 
that is likely to happen enywihere at any 
thme. I do not know of any one that was 
hurt. Officers were here and they succeed- 
ed in restoring quiet in a )ittle while and 
after that all went smoothly. If a woman 
was hurt during the fight 1 know oothin 
about it. We endeavor to run a peacefu 
resort here and I will not permit a repeti- 
tion of yesterday’s proccedings.” 

Nearly every resident of Edgrebrook, 
which Hes between Maplewcod and the 
grove, is loud in this denunciations of the 
behavior of those frequenting the grove, 
and may urge that the place should aot be 
allowed to run. 

Mr. James Sutton, one of the wealthiest 
property owners of St. Louis County, said: 
“TI never heard of such atrocious conduct In 
a civilized community. It is getting so that 
people are afraid to venture out at night 
between Maplewood and Bartold’s Grove. 
Drunken men curss and yell and discharge 
their revolvers when returning froin the 
place until it has become a disgrace to the 
comniunity.’’ 

Mrs. Maria Schiffeistein, a property own- 
er of Maplewood is among those who made 
complaint at the office of Justice Hans- 
man. Mrs. Schiffeistein Monday confinmed 
all that had been stated by others. She 
stated that she had been requested by res- 
fidents of Edgebrook to inform Justice 
Hansman of the .eituation. These resi- 
dents, she claims,. assert that they. are 
often kept awake as late as 3 o’clock in 
the morning by the reports. of firearms 
and the yelling of ‘drunken men. She told 
Justice Hansman’ ‘that often. young siris 
were lured to the place and induced to 
drink intoxicating liquors. 

Mr. Gottard Smith said that he was at 
Bartold’s grove Sunday and was an eyé 
witness to the battle In which men and 
women were mixed up together indiscrim]- 
nately amid the storm of dust and falling 
blows, He did not know the names of any 
of the participants, as he said there was 
so much confusion it was difficult to de- 
termine who were the disturbers and who 
were the innocent parties, Many were 
struggling to get out who were not at all 
implicated in the row. He confirmed th 
statements of others with regard to the 
actions of those who patronize the place.

KENNEDY RETAINS HIS NERVE. 


Judge of St. Clair County Expected to 
Take Oath in Support of 
His Alibi, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HARTVILLE, Mo., June 6.—The State is 
confidently eapecting conviction in the Fag- 
ley case on the jury’s first ballot. The de- 
fendant’s attorneys, who certainly are able 
in their profession, are handicapped by lack 
of evidence in their client’s behalf. 

Kennedy, the “quail hunter,” who was 
accompanied across Wright County by the 
defendant a day or two after the hold-up, 
occasionally appears-in the Courthouse and 
is watched by all eyes. He seems not af- 
fected, although the evidence in the Fag- 


ley case brings him into identification as 
much as it does the Douglass County de- 


fendant. 

Lewis Nye spends nearly all his time in 
jail and is non-communicative. He wants a 
change of venue, but there is now no 
chance of his getting it. 

Oscar Ray was only in jail a few days, 
being a “trusty,’’ and he is now out on 
bond. He was given $10 to get on the train 
and have it stopped near Macomb for the 
purpose of robbery. It is thought that he 
will make a confession when his case is 
called, and be given leniency by the court.

The Main Issues in 1900, De- 
clares Gorman. 


SAYS DEMOCRATS WILL UNITE. 


QUESTIONS OF GREAT MAGNI- 
TUDE CONFRONT THE COUNTRY. 


The Policy of Territorial Expansion 
Will Inevitably Be Followed by 
Militarism and Entail Mani- 
fold Dangers Upon the 


Republic. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—"Silver to-day 
attracts less attention than imperialism. 

In every campaign there is one issue which 
towers in importance above all others. 
‘Party platforms invariably touch upon 
,Many subjects, but history has shown 
that some one plank always rises su- 
preme.” 

So spoke Arthur Pue Gorman of Mary- 
land, President-maker, party leader and 
'ex-Senator, to a Post-Dispatch correspond- 
ent, who spent more than an hour with 
him at his beautiful home, in the shade 
of historic McPherson Square, this city. 
According to Senator Roach of North Da- 
kota, “Half of the brains of the Senate 
'disappeared”’ when Gorman left that body. 
To the question, “How about the issue of 
116 to 1 in the next campaign?” the Mary- 
land man had given’ the above reply. He 
centinued: 

“In the campaign of 1884, when I was on 
‘open books of the Treasury Committee,’ 
we talked about many questions in the 
‘platform, but the principal battle cry was 
Turn the rascals out!’ and ‘Open the books 
,Of the Treasury!’ On this issue we won a 
| brilliant victory. In 1888 the tariff was the 
issue, taking a place of importance above 
everything else. In 1892 the force bill, re- 
|}duction of the tariff and civil service re- 
form were the issues. 

} “Four years later the money question— 
silver or goki—attracted the greatest at- 
tention. If a public speaker desired the 
‘ear of his au@jence he felt constrained to 
talk on this quéstion. If he discoursed on 
‘the Nicaragua Canal, free Cuba or any- 
,thing apart from the money question, his 
om was listless, inattentiye and 
red. 
| “And the 
contest will 
| “The questions of militarism and of re- 

Stricting organized capital from its en- 
croachments on the public,’”’ quickly re- 
'plied the Senator. 

“My deliberate judgment is that the bat- 

tle against that class of trusts which ob- 
.tain by legislation undue power to restrain 
‘trade will be the overpowering issue. 
' “The Democracy has always opposed 
‘trusts, but heretofore this issue has been 
of secondary importance. During the last 
few years, however, trusts and combina- 
tions of capital, organized to restrict trade 
and crush the small dealer, have become 
bold and daring, seriously menacing 
our form of government, that it is highly 
important that some decisive action should 
be taken to restrain them. It will be a 
difficult matter to ferm a bill to throttle 
‘trusts and bring them within the meaning 
of the law. 

“Corporations organized to transact a fair 
and legitimate business, with no aim or 
intention of destroying the small dealer. 
must be protected. But the great, pow- 

. alin omy ary monopolies who flaunt 
their power and their illegitimate transac- 
tions in the faces of the pullic must be 
grappled with. The pusiness interests of 
the country must be protected. 

“State legislation designed to cope with 
organized monopoly can not alone be ef- 
fective. The National Legislature must deal 
with this great question. If the Democ- 
racy is again ushered into ‘power I have 
no doubt that some sweeping legislation 
wihl be enacted to confine them to a 
Re and legitimate sphere of business.”’ 

‘Do you think the Democratic party will 

be united in the coming contest?’ 
. “Yes, I really do. In bygone years there 
have been differences of opinion between 
'men of the same political faith and at 
times there has been such bitter feeling 
between partisans that men who did not 
believe in the orig Sy enunciated have 
Jeft the party, but. like the prodigal son, 
er invariably have returned. 

‘TO my mind there is no reason why the 

cratic party should be split. We can- 
not hope to win so long as we are unable 
to present a solid front. But in the next 
lcampaign I look for a reunited party, men 
jto bury their differences and get together 
on some cofMmMon ground and go out hand 
in hand to do battle with the enemy.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent called 
Mr. Gorman’s attention to the cablegrams 
from Manila suggesting the dispatch of 
more troops to put down the rebellion. 

It is not surprising to me,” the Sen- 

ator said, “that Otis calls for more help. 
‘When the Administration ratified its peace 
‘treaty and brought upon us obligations and 
‘conditions most extraordinary and alarm- 
ine. it bargained for an endless rebellion 
in the Philippine Islands. 
: @ are confronted to-day with a con- 
Gition of affairs too broad in scope and 
too deep in meaning for the ordinary hu- 
man mind to comprehend. Never before in 
the history of the American Republic have 
‘questions of such magnitude presented 
themselves. 

We have taken into our

“Do you think the Administration’s !m- 
perialistic policy will be a dominant is- 
sue in the coming campaign?” 

“Yes, I believe so. At this moment no 
one can foretell with accuracy the prime 
issue in the next campaign. The Demo- 
cratic party will undoubtedly oppose, as it 
has always opposed, militarism. Imperial- 
ism and militarism are twin issues and the 
one cannot be brought under the glare of 
publicity without being linked with the 
other. 

“Just now it is not possible to get the 
public ear on any question outside of our 
own immediate borders. The reason for 
this is simple enough. ‘To-day our peo- 
ple are enjoying to a marked extent pros- 
perity. which they have not known for 
many years. Not since the Baring fall- 
ure has there been as much prosperity in 
the land as during the last year. 

“The war with Spain, which created a 
demand for labor in every branch of trade, 
set the mills running on full time, created 
a market for American supplies and gave 
employment to millions of laborers who had | 
been in idleness for three or four, years; 
the remarkable rise in the price of wheat 
and other farm products: the millions of 
dollars spent by the Government in prep- 
aration for war; the purchase of every con- 
celvable line of supplies—guns, ammuni- 
tion, cannon, food, clothing, transports, 
war vessels—all these things combined to 
create a condition of prosperity. 

“When the merchant. the farmer and the 
day laborer can sell their products; when 
there is a demand for their commodities; 
when the supply falls short of the de- 
mand, then we find a wave of prosperity 
sweeping over the land. 

“When men are busy at their daily la- 
bors they do not stop to give serious 
thought to the gyeat public questions@ef the 
day. So long as they are measurably hap- 
py and content they do not penetrate far 
into the future. They are glad to let y!ll 
enough alone, and because they are tempo- 
rarily prosperous and happy they are will- 
ing to pass over lightly the political ques- 
tions of the hour. | 
“So it is, I say, the public ear is not! 
tuned to the momentous questions growing | 
out of the Spanish war. 
“Imperialism and militar'sm are issues of | 
such magnitude that it Is difficult for the’ 
average mind to comprehend them 
oughly. It may be several months—may be | 
several years—before the American people | 
awaken to a realization of the burdens | 
which have ‘been loaded upon them. But 
the time will come, as certain as fate, when | 
the men who are now being idolized as the 
creators of prosperity will be caught in | 
the full sweep of an angry public's wrath. | 

Mr. Gorman is a modest man. For this 
reason he always asks his friends to re- | 
frain from mentioning his name in con- | 
nection with presidential honors. His name 
may not be presented at the Democratic 
National Convention, but he is not out of 
public life yet. 


AS DEPEW SEES THE ISSUES. 


Thinks the Questions of Expansion 
and Trusts Will Dominate.

LON DON, June §6.—®enator Chauncey De- 
pew arrived in London yesterday on his 
annual European visit. To the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent, ‘he said: 

‘ilnless we have some quite unlooked for 
ocourrence, the Republicans will win in 
ihe next Presidential! election. If, however, 
the Philippine campaign is long drawn out 
or we have a serious financial crisis, the 
issue will be more doubtful. 

“The Democratic leaders are busy seek- 
ing a popular issue. They are haunted by 
the ghost of free silver; yet, know that the 
sixteen to one cry has no attraction now 
foe people outside the party ranks, as 
America is prosperous and our people want 
no remedies for financial distress. 

‘"The leaders are smoothing the way for 
a gigantic deal. Some of them are now 
stronger advocates for a powerful army, a 
migtty navy and for expansion along their 
own lines than are the Republicans. At 
the Democratic National Convention they 
will agree to sink their advocacy of ex- 
pansion if the free silverites consent to 
temporarily put in the Sackground their 
monetary proposals, they will seek to move 
the country on the cry of anti-expansion, 
anti-imperialism, anti-truets, anti-wealth in 
corporate form and probably will propose 
extensive State Soclalistic legislation. 

“If they capture the platform by this 
plan, the free silver men will remain with | 
them and vote the ticket. 

“If free eilver is relegated to a hack seat | 
by the Democratic Convention, Mr. Bryan 
ha not likely to secure the party nomina- 
tion. The leaders will look out for a safe! 
man—like Senator Gorman—a man who, 
does not alarm the solid, sober sections 
of the community. While Mr. Bryan is 
brilliant and possessed of more than or- 
fliinary gifts, moet of our people have no 
confidence in his etability. 

“IT do not agree with Mr. Carnegie when | 
hé says that the Republican party is being 
unwillingly led by the President along the 
path of expansion. The Republican party 
deliberately adopted it, and will not look 
back. We began the Spanish war without | 
a thought of increase of territory or nat- 
ural gain, but nations learn new lessons 
rapidiy, and we have learned that good 
government of the world compels us to as- 
sume responeibility over and fit for 
self-government the races which the Span- 
ish war left dependent on us. 

“We need, too, trade among these peo- 
ple in order to find markets for the in- 
creased output resulting from our industrial 
expansion. The peopie we are educating

The Henderson campaign for the speaker- 
ship of the National House is a_ record 
breaker. It really ‘began in Atlantic City, 
Committee of fifteen Re- 
publicans named in caucus to frame a 
monetary bill met a few weeks ago. Thomas 
. Reed at that time permitted some of his 
intimate friends to disclose the fact that 
he was to retire from the House and go 
into the law business in New York. Col. 
Henderson was chairman of the monetary 
commiseion, and when it was learned that 
a new Speaker would have to be elected it 
was suggested that Col. Henderson would 
be the right man to put in the Speaker's 
chair.

If I am elected 
Speaker I go into the chair with not the 
promise of a single chairmanship to re- 
deem, absolutely untrammeled. I have let 
my friends wage this fight for me, gnd 
huve not mede promises or pulled wires. 
My first thought has been the good of the 
country, and my second the good of the 
Republican party, and after that has come 
my personal wishes and ambitions.” 

Congressman David B. Henderson's 
friends call him ‘‘Dave.”’ and he is that 
sort of man. Born in Scotland, he has a 
canny hunur and a hearty way which at- 
tracts men and ‘holds them. He has a wood- 
en leg (his foot was shot off in the civil 
war at Corinth), but is even now, at the age 
of 56, fond of dancing and an attractive 
figure in a bailroom. 

Mr. Henderson was a candidate for 
Speaker in 18%, when Reed was elected, 
and will be the first Speaker chosen from 
West of the Mississippi River. He is the 
idol of the Grand Army men who have 
been working in the interest of hés candi- 
dacy and who assure themselves that with 
him in the Speaker’s chair pension legisla- 
tion will be greatly accelerated. 

He has been in Congress 16 years, was 
Chairman of the Judiciary Committee last 
session and was for a long time prominent 
on the Appropriations Committee.

LAWTON GOES AFTER THEM. 


SAMPLE OF THE PROPOSED 
RAINY SEASON CAMPAIGN. 


As in the Past, the Volunteers Are 
Doing Most of the Fighting and 
Easily Whip the Enemy 
When They Catch Them. 


WASHINGTON, June 5.—The fighting 
now going on within eight to fifteen miles 
of Manila is for the purpose of breaking 
up the Filipino forces whioh have been 
gathering at several towns north of La- 


guna de Bay. 
There is nb expectation here that Law- 


ton’s column will go far from the rivers 
or lakes upon which supplies will be car- 
rieid to him. The authorities appreciate 
the difficulties of a campaign during the 
rainy season and all they expect is that 
the American forces will make short in- 
cursions into the enemy's country, breaking 
up any large organizations which may ©:- 
tablish themselves in the vicinity of Man- 
ila, especially La Guna de Bay. 

The reports from Manila indicate that 
the Filipinos are again endeavoring to 
press close up to Manila, and have occupied 
all the towns from which the American 
troops were withdrawn. 

Gen. Otis is making good use of the vol- 
unteers. As in the past, it is the volunteers 
who are doing most of the fighting. 

The War Department publicly expresses 

satisfaction with the military situation, 
but it is plain that the only good result 
of Gen. Otis’ campaign, so far, is that 
there are a few less Filipinos now than 
there were when the war began. 
The Filipino revellion is apparently as 
strong now as it was last February. 
Aguinaldo’s soldiers will not stand up and 
be annihilated. They run and live to fight 
another day. 


SOLD ARMS TO AGUINALDO. 


Capt. Grimes Makes a Full Confession 
of His Acts. 
WASHINGTON, June 6—Capt. Joseph 
Henry Grimes has made a complete con- 
fession of the part he took in aiding the 


Filipinos and the document is in the pos- 
session of the Government. He is a Brit- 
ish subject, born in Hong Kong 29 years ago. 
He was office manager at Shan i for L. 
Seitzel & Co., and there became#acquainted 
with the agents of the Filipino rebellion. 

On June 7, Grimes’ firm contracted w:th 
Agoncillo to supply 6000 Mauser rifles, two 
Maxim guns, 1,000,000 cartridges, steamer 
Pasig and provisions at a cost of $138,00). 
The outfit was seized by the British au- 
thorities at the request of the Spanish Con- 
sul. Then, says Grimes, B. F. Sylvester, @ 
member of his firm, arranged with Edward 
Bedioe, American Consul at Canton, to send 
the arms to that point by means of a 
false gale to the Chinese Government. The 
Chinese Viceroy was to reject, but as it 
turned out, he seized 40 and kept them to 
suppress a rebellion in his own territory. 
The local authorities refusing permission 
for the Pasig to sail, she was transferred 
from British to American register by Consul 
Bedloe, her name changed to the Abbey, 
and Bedloe cleared her and the supplies 
for the Filipinos for Singapore. On Aug. 
%% the Abbey, fiving the American flag and 
commanded by Capt. G. W. Ellis, an Ameri- 
ean citizen, left Whampoa, 15 miles from 
Canton. On board was wis Leonard Et- 
zel, the American citizen, whose mission 
it was to teach the Filipinos how to use 
the Maxim guns. : 

Sylvester, Grimes asserts, falsely told him 
that the facts about the expedition were 
known to Admiral Dewey and Consul-Gen- 
eral Wildman. The cargo was taken to 
Santa Angas, 80 miles south of ‘Manila, and 
turned over to the insurgent Governor of 
that town. It consisted of 496 rifles, 500,000 
cartridges, two Max‘:m guns and 2000 rounds 
of Maxim ammunition. 

After discharging the cargo, Grimes went 
to Bacoor, where he met Aguinaldo, who 
said he wanted more ammunitien. Grimes 
returned to Hong Kong, but was not suc- 
cessful in his further plans. 

Sylvester visited Aguinaldo and failed to 
eonclude a contract with him to procure 
arms in Germany. 

‘It will be seen by the above statement,” 
Grimes says, ‘‘that both Sylvester and Etzel 
plotted on American soil against the Amer:.- 
can Government.” 

The Abbey was*seized about Sept. 25. last, 
by the American revenue cutter MeCulloch, 
which was attached to Admiral Dewey's 
flotilla. Grimes was arrested in Manila on 
Nov. 6 


SUNDAY’S FIGHTING. 


Insurgents Driven From Morong by 
American Artillery. 
MANILA, June 5.—1:40 p. m.—Two bat- 
talions of the Washington troops under Col. 
Whalley, on board Cascoes, were towed 
from Pasig to Morong on Sunday and 
landed under cover of a well directed fire 
from the “‘Tin Clad’’ army gunboats Napi- 

dan and Covadonga. 

The rebels, who were entrenched in the 
outekirts of the town, reserved their fire 
until the troops were ashore and in the 
open. The American artillery opened fire 
on the insurgents and drove them from 
their positions, killing nine of them and 
wounding five. The Washington § troops 
then took the town, the rebels fleeing to 


the hills.

At 6 o’clock these three regiments fought 
their second battle of the day, and it re- 
sulted, like the first, in the complete rout 
of a large Filipino;force, located in the 
mountains and having every advantage of 
position. In this fight the American Joes 
was four killed, three of the Fourth Cav- 
alry and one Oregonian, and about fifteen 
wounded. The Filipino loss could not be 
ascertained, but the terrific fire which the 
Americans poured into them for half an 
hour must have inflicted severe punishment, 
In this engagement our troops made one 
of the most gallant charges of the war, 
and the enem ras forced to flee in the 
greatest disorder. 

It was the intention to press on to An- 
tipolo, but this was found impossible, ow- 
ing to the two fights and the constant 
marching for more than twelve hours, with 
nothing to eat since morning and no supply 
train in sight. 

The troops, moreover, suffered from the 
intense heat, many being prostrated and 
all greatly exhausted, consequently they 
bivouacked for the night on the second 
battlefield. 

The e¢avalry, the Creqonians and two 
companies of the Fourth Infantry had just 
crossed a smali creek and entered upon a 
sunken road, from which they were emerg- 
ing upon a small valley surrounded on all 
sides by high and heavily wooded hills, 
when the rebels, concealed in the moun- 
tains on the three sides of the plain, opened 
a hot fire and sent showers of bullets into 
the ranks of the Americans. The latter 
deployed immediately in three directions. 

Then followed a charge cross the rice 
flelds and ditches and ap the hillsides, from 
which the shots came all the time, pourin 
in a terrific hail, while the air resounde 
with the constant rattle of musketry. 

The Fourth Cavalry, being in front, suf- 
fered the severest loss when the attack 
opened, two of their killed being sergeants 
and the other a private. The Oregontan 
killed was a private. 

The natives were unable to stand the 
vigorous firing of the Americans long, and 
at the first sign of their wavering the cav- 
alry, Oregonians and Fourth Infantrymen 
broke into wild cheers and charged still 
faster up the hillside, pouring in volley 
after volley, until the enem left the 
poaeee where they were partiality concealed 
y the thicket, fled over the summit in the 
wildest confusion and disappeared in the 
surrounding valleys. 

After the fight was over the firing was 
continued by the Americans for more than 
an hour in clearing out the bush and driv- 
ing away straggling Filipinos. 


THE SULTAN WILL FIGHT. 
Ruler of the Sulus Means to Resist the 
Americans. 


HONG KONG, June 5.—The Sultan of 


Sulu, who, it was supposed, was favorably 
disposed toward the United States, it now 
turns out has imported a large quantity 
of arms from Singapore via Sandaken, 
with a view to resisting the Americans. 

These arms he has stored on the Island 
of Sitsi and he is raising a force of Se- 
poys at Singapore.

AN INSURANCE BILL. 


FINDS IT JUST TQ NOBODY. 


—_—_—--—— 


Measure Framed by Senator Childers 
Proposed Annual Cash Surrend- 
er Policies. 


Special to the Post- -Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 53.—Gov. 
Stephens this morning vetoed Senate bili 
No. 422 by Senator Childers, entitled “An 
act to amend article 2, chapter 89 of the 
revised statutes of the State of Missouri, 
of 1889, by adding thereto a new section, 
He says in 


his veto: 
“This bill provides for annual cash sur- 
render values, payable on demand or loan 


values on all life insurance policies, to be 
issued after Jan. 1, 1900. 

“It is clearly shown to me that the prac- 
tical results of this measure would be to 
convert life insurance companies in sav- 
ings banks. No life inshrance pp Ren can 
do @ savings bank business, in m judg- 
ment, and at the same time 7 | abso- 
lutely safe insurance at reasonable figures. 
It can not be a good life insurance com- 
ank and at the same time a good savings 

n 

“li life insurance companies were com- 
pélled to pay cash values on demand, equal- 
ing in amount nearly the full net value of 
other policies, they would be compelled to 
keep their assets invested in such securities 
which could be converted into cash upon 
short notice, or take the serious risk of 
being sometimes forced to default upon 
their obligations. Such securities are now 


paying about 2% per cent annual interest | 


upon their market values, whereas the 
present investments of life insurance com- 
anies, which largely consist of real estate 
oans, produce from 4 to 5 per cent. They 
would be (debarred from investing, to any 
great extent, in real estate mortgages, city 
or farm, for the season that they would be 
liable to runs, and in such cases could 
not convert such securities into cash with- 
out sacrifices and great loss. 

“It may be argued that a company may 
avoid the requirements of th.s bill by at- 
taching to its policies a table of cash or 
loan values so small in amounts that it 
could pay them at any time without trouble 
or loss. I do not bel‘eve that a company 
could afford or would dare to adopt a 
schedule of cash value which would be 
merely nominal or much less than those in 
use by other companiés furnishing cash 
surrender policies. Such action would sub- 
ject them to much more injurious criti- 
cism’ by their competitors than if cash ar 
loan values were omitted altogether. 

‘Life inaurance is a great benefit to the 
people of the State. It helps to protect and 
maintain the family, and prevents poverty, 
pauperism and crime. Men shoul there- 
fore, be encouraged, {f not required, ‘to take 
and maintain life insurance, and no action 
of the law-making power should tempt them 
to sacrifice their interests by compelling 
companies to give them cash values for 
their policies obtainable at their pleasure. 

“The people ought to be permitted to ex- 
ercise their own judgment in buying insur- 
ance to protect their families, and if they 
desire to purchase policies Without annual 
cash values, they should be allowedtodo eo. 
If this bill should become a law, all would 
be required to patronize annual ‘cash value
